Resolution of the Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society, passed 17th February, 
1836. 

“ Resolved, That in appropriating movey for 
the translating, printing, or distributing of the 


Sacred Scriptures in foreign languages, the Ma- 


nagers feel at liberty to encourage only such ver- 
sions as confirm in the principles of their transla- 
tion to the common English version, at least so 
far as that all religious denominations represent- 
ed in this Society, can consistently use and circu- 
late said versions in their several schools and 
communities. 

Resolution of the American Baptist Board of 
Foreign Missions, passed in April, 1838. 

“ Resolved, That all the Missionaries of the 
Board, who are, or who shall be, engaged in 
translating the Scriptures, be instructed to en- 
deavor by earnest prayer, and diligent study, to 
ascertain the exact meaning of the original text ; 
to express the meaning as exactly-as the nature 
of the languages into which they shall translate 
the Bible, will permit, and to transfer no words 
which are capable of being literally translated.” 

The first is a resolution passed by the Amert- 
can Bible Society, virtually concealing a part of 
the Holy Scriptures. ‘The second, a resolution 
passed by the Baptists, on the contrary, gives 
special instructions to their missionanes to pray 
for the direction of the Holy Spirit, and to give 
to the heathen a faithful translation of every 
word in the Bible. With these facts before them,

LETTER FROM EUROPE. 

The following interesting letter was written by otr 
brother Olney, of Southington, during his late tour ia 
Europe, to Rev. R. H. Neale, of Boston.

Rev. AND DEAR Sir,—I have spent about a 
week in this city, and can assure you, have pas- 
sed the time very pleasantly.

Now as the Diligence turns an 
an cle of the road, the spires, turrets and domes 
of Geneva meet your gaze. 
_ Beyond this, however, a scene is presented that 
rivets your whole attention. At first, you doubt 
the testimony of your senses. A mighty wall— 
|}a mound—a battlement appears to rise in the dis- 
tant horizon—mountains piled on mountains as 
if to commemorate the war of elements and con- 
{Vvulsions of nature. High above these, you be- 
hold a shining cloud, midway in the vault of 
| heaven—a solitary cloud—resting upon a sea of 
‘fog and mist. Thts, you are told, is Mount 
| Blanc, the sovereign of the Alps. I cannot de« 
iscribe my feelings on first seeing it. I knew 
‘that it was the highest mountain in Europe— 
/that its summit was but a mass of snow and ice 
—but alas, my conceptions of it, how low—how 
much short of the reality. But, I have done 
with mountains. 

As before observed, Geneva is a beautiful city. 
It is divided into two parts by the Rhone, over 
which are a number of beautiful bridges, con- 
necting the two parts of the city. The church- 
es are splendid, especially the cathedral. In this

‘The day was re- 
markably fine—not a breeze curled the water— 
not a cloud darkened the horizon. We touched 
at Coppet, Nyon, Rolle, Marges, Lausane, Fery, 
and Villeneuve. ‘The latter city stands at the 
eastern extremity of the lake, near the entrance 
of the Rhone. At Coppet, we saw the Chateau 
or castle of Madam de Stael; at Nyon, that of 
Joseph Bonaparte. At Lausane, we were shown 
the house in which Gibbon wrote his “ Rise and 
Fall of the Roman Empire.” We arrived at 
Villeneuve about 1, P. M. As soon as 1 had 
landed, I started for the Castle of Chillon, about 
a mile and a quarter distant. This castle, or 
chateau, you are probably aware, is the scene of 
one of Lord Byron’s Poems, entitled the “ Pris- 
oners of Chillon.” 

Indeed, one great object in my going up the 

lake, was to visit this. I wish time and space 
would allow me to give a detailed account of all 
I saw in it—but I can mention but a few particu- 
lars. I went through the castle three times da- 
ring the two days I spent at Villeneuve, with 
different travellers. Our guide was a Swiss lady, 
and she appeared to take as much pleasure in 
describing the dungeons and other apartments of 
this gloomy fabric, as we in hearing her descrip- 
tions, and examining them. We first entered 
the dungeons. Saw the “columns of Gothic 
mould,” and the rings in these to which prisoners 
were chained. There was the glimmer of the 
sun, as in the days of Bonnevord—the same crev- 
I climed up myself, at the 
risk of my limbs—gazed out upon the lake— 
upon the distant Alps, and saw their thousand 
Now no eag!e rode the 
blast, as when the Prisoner of Chillon looked 
from the same place. But there was the silvery 
Rhone—the little isle with its three tall trees — 
There are four of these dungeons. The largest 
has seven columns, and is the one in which eri- 
minals were principally confined. We went 
through the Hall of Justice, Torture Room, in 
which are a number of instruments of torture, 
—the strappods, rack, pully, &c. 

I must close by mentioning one room tmore.— 
This is the “‘ Room of the Virgin,” as it was cal- 
led. Ina niche inthe wall, stood formerly a 
statue of the Virgin Mary. In front of this was 


? 


a trap door which covered a perpendicular de- 
scent fifty feet deep. This exactly resembled a 


well. I gazed down it, and saw the rocks and 
stones at its bottom iu the dungeon beneath.— 
What think you was the object of all this? I 
will tell you. When a person was convicted of 
heresy, or any other capital crime—if he become 
penitent and embraced the Catholic religion, he 
was flattered with the hope of life and liberiy.—— 
He was then conducted to the room above de- 
scribed, and forced to kneel upon the trap door 
and pray to the Virgin. While engaged in this 


votion, the door was sprung, and he fell 
through the opening beneath, and his brains 
wére dashed out on the pavements below. His 
body was then thrown into @ deep vault, and that 
closed the scene. By the by, if any one was so 
frin as not to embrace the Catholic religion, he 
was taken to another rooin, where was another 
imawe of her saintship, with four arms filled with 
spikes. He was led up to this, and as he would 
not embrace the Virgin, her image embraced him. 
By means of springs and cords, he was seized in 
her armas and crushed to death-—sometimes 1n- 
stantly, and at other times his sufferings were 
prolonged for hours or days. This depended 
upon the exec-itioners. in alk 
The castie is large, and before the invention of 
gunpowder, must have been a place of great 
strength. It was built, according to an inscrip- 
tion on the arch at its entrance, in 1296. For a 
long time, it was the residence of the Dukes of 
Savoy. The scenery in that part of Switzerland 
is awfully grand and sublime. I made a trial to 
climb to the top of the Alps—to reach the vast 
masses of snow and ice so visible from their base. 
After walking three or four hours, exhausting all 
my strength, I gave it up as a hopeless task. 
“My trip down the lake was as pleasant as that 
in going up. I have visited Ferney, Voltaire’s 
residence. It is now owned and occupied by a 
French count. I saw his bedroom, which re- 
mains just as he left it when he went to Paris 
previous to his death. It is filled with portraits, 
pictures, busts, &c. I saw his drawing-room. 
‘The chairs, tables, in a word, the furniture re- 
mains as he left it. Thousands visit his residence 
yearly. Indeed, I am informed that but few tra- 
vellers pass through Geneva without going to 
Ferney. Excuse this hasty scroll. In about 
one hour more [ start for Pans on my return 
home. I shall visit Belgium, Holland, England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, on my way.

New Lancaster, Sept. 25, 1838. 


Dear Brother Cole: 

I resume my pen to give you a short narration 
of a late travel inthe West. On the 9th ultimo 
I left my home, and on the 12th found myself at 
Columbia, in the State of Indiana, where I met 
with Eld. Steel, of Lawrenceburg, who ministers 
to quite a flourishing Church at the former place, 
where they enjoy a revival. ‘Three willing con- 
verts put on Christ by baptism at the time of my 
visit. Immediately after the three were baptized 
by br. Steel, ten more were baptized in the same 
place by Mr. Dudley, of the Free-will order.— 
Bidding these interesting fellow-disciples adieu, I 
continued my journey, and passed through the 
bounds of quite a flourishing Church, 14 miles 
East of Versailles, under the pastoral care of El- 
der Curtis. I founda goodly number of other 
Churches and Baptist members by the way, tll 
I reached Vincennes, all of whom were very 
kind, hospitable people, and appear to be actively 
engaged in behalf of, and zealous advocates of 
the benevolent efforts of the day. I saw only 
two individuals, citizens of the State, who were 
opposed to Missions, foreign and domestic, Bible 
distribution, Sabbath School and ‘Temperance 
Unions, and they were unable to allege any rea- 
son for their opposition, only the frightful stories 
they had been told by those that were as igno- 
rant of the matters as themselves. The follow- 
ing will serve as a specimen of the information 
on which their opposition to the institutions of the 
Gospel is founded: The Missionary preachers 
preach only for money; a Mr. Rice McCoy was 
employed as a missionary preacher and was gone 
three years preaching to the heathens; at the 
close of the three years he returned to the State 
of Indiana, himself, wife and only daughter in a 
splendid silver-gilt coach, fine horses, and servant 
to drive, and another servant to wait on the wife 
and daughter, who had grown so proud that they 
musi have a fine carpet spread on the ground, 
from the door of the coach to the door of the 
dwelling, for them to walk on. I inquired, was 
ita very finecouch? O, yes; you never saw as 
fine a one; and he has built a fine house, has 
money plenty, and has quit preaching. (This is 
getting along rather fast I think, quite too much 
wealth for three years.) All this was told with 
aus much earnestness as if they had seen this 
coach, worth a thousand or two dollars—the car- 


pet for the ladies to walk on—the fine house—or | 


Mr. McCoy? ‘They said they had not, but had 
been told so by some person, and they believed it 
was true. Thus we see what foul slanders are 
propagated, and that too by those who wear the 
garb of religion, and profess to love the Lord 
Jesus, but never stop to inquire whether these 
things be so. A want of information, and a love 
of filthy lucre, (so far as my acquaintance ex- 
tends,) go hand in hand in making anti-missiona- 
ries. In Lllinois, I found only a few Baptists, the 
major part of whom were opposed to the gospel 
efforts of the day ; but they say but little and do 
less ; and | believe that enlightening their under- 
standing would remove their opposition. And I 
humbly hope the day is not far distant when all 
who love the Lord will see it their bounden duty 
to stretch forth their hands in the noble effort to 
evangelize the world. 

Information is wanted respecting Mr. Rice Mc 
Coy, and his mission, as I do not recollect the 
name of him as a missionary, either foreign or 
domestic, and [ feel as though the whole matter 
is a fabrication.

if we are persuaded there is a state of life infinite 


faith is vain ; ye are yet in your sins.’ But now 
the christian’s faith and hope, are safely sheltered 
in a risen Saviour, who endures the storm. ‘ The 
Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all 
‘by whose stripes ye were healed.’ The storm 
continued forty days ang, forty nights. This ex- 
presses the duration. ofthe Saviour’s temptation 1n 
the wilderness immediately after his baptism and 
first miracle in Cana of Galilee, and also of 
the forty days manifestation to his disciples after 
his resurrection, when he was apparently denied 
the splendor of his throne in Heaven, and contin- 
ued to manifest himself unto his followers in or- 
der to do away their incredulity. For forty days 
he was tried as to the reality of his resurrection. 
So the mighty storm was a test of the virtue of 
the Ark by its rising. The few that were saved 
in the Ark, are expressive of the few (compara- 
tively,) saved in Christ. The old World was 
immersed in water, and cleansed of all its ungod- 
ly inhabitants, leaving the new World of man- 
kind, to grow up from the eight souls in the Ark. 
The apostle Peter calls it a like figure of bap- 
tism. 

Moses is a type of Christ_—His object was, 
to deliver the Israelites from the power that in- 
tended to keep them in cruel bondage forever ! 
(Ex. 14: 5.) The Aposile says the children of 
Israel ‘ were all baptized unto Moses in the cloud 
and in the sea.’ (1 Cor. 10.) As the water! 
stood like ‘a wall’ at either hand, and the pillar 
of clouds came over them, the whole body of Is-| 
rael were completely enclosed or buried by means | 
of the cloud and the sea. When they went up| 
out of the sea on the opposite shore, and their| 
leader’s hand was stretched out over it, the water | 
immediately occupied the space that Israel had in| 
passing through, so that they whom Israel feared, | 
were separated from them by this baptismal wash- | 


ly more desirable than the best condition here ; 
if we believe there are things attainable by us 
incomparably better than any which this world 
affordeth ; in respect to which all these glories 
are but smoke, all their riches are but dirt, all 
these delights are but dreams, all these businesses 
are but trifling, all these substances are but shad- 
ows ; how in our minds can we prize, how in our 
affections can we cleave unto these things! how, 
then, can we find in our hearts to spend upon 
them more cafe or pain than is needful? He 
that taketh himself here to be out of his element, 
that he is but a stranger and sojourner on earth, 
that he hath here no abiding city, no country, no 
house, no land, no treasure, no considerable inter- 
est; but that he is merely wayfaring, in passage 
towards his true home and heavenly country, the 
Jerusalem above, whereof he is acitizen, where 
his grand concerns do lie,where he hath reserved 
for him immovable possessions, and invaluable 
treasures,—where he is designed to enjoy most 
noble privileges, and most illustrious dignities, in

THE DESIGN AND IMPORTANCE OF 
BAPTISM, SHOWN FROM CORRES- 
PONDING FIGURES. 


There are three providences of God, which are 
‘ like figures of Baptism,’ and bear testimony by 
their order and similarity, to the last, and most 
important work of our Saviour on earth. ‘That 
is, to his suffering, burial, resurrection, and forty 
days manifestation to his disciples. These are 
found in the history of Noah’s flood, of Moses 
and the children of Israel, and of Jonah and the 
Ninevites. Others might be noticed, though per- 
haps not soimportant. ‘These correspond, as to 
their order and figurative representation, with 
our Saviour’s baptism, first miracle, and 40 days 
temptation in the wilderness. 

Noah's Ark is a type of Christ—When it was 
determined by God that the flood should come 
and destroy the living off from the face of all the 
earth, Noah was required to build an ark to 
the saving of hishouse. He believed the threat- 
ened judgment would surely come, and conse- 
quently, spared no pains to build it exacily ac- 
| cording to the will of God. After all things 
| were prepared, he entered into the Ark,‘ and the 
| Lord shut him in.’ Even so, if we sincerely en- 
ter into the Ark of safety, the Lord will shut 
us in—‘ will keep that which we have committed 
to him, through all the storms and temptations of 
life, and raise us incorruptible. This illustrates 
the ordinance of baptism. Noah and his family, 
were shut into the ark ; even so, the candidate for 
baptism, is buried in water by the administrator. 
He is buried in the water, from which he is rais- 
ed again ; so, Noah and his househould were en- 
closed in the Ark, and rose up through the migh- 
ty flood, and were saved from its impending des- 
truction. 

When the true candidate is buried in water, it 
is a similitude of his living in the love, faith, and 
obedience of Christ, the true Ark of safety ; and 
thus in Christ, he is raised triumphant over the 
first storm of judgment from the holy law, which 
seems to beat upon the Saviour instead of those 
who thus walk in his love and obedience. Our 
Saviour, in reference to the time of his suffering 
and burial, says ; ‘I have a baptism to be bap- 
tized with ; and how am I straitened till it be ac- 
complished ? By enduring the fiery storm of 
judgment, he saves all true believers, who abide 
in his love by obedience, from the wrath of Di- 
vine justice, and by his resurrection, justifies them 
by a new nature, & raises them, from dead works, 
to serve the living God.’ As the overwhelming 
storm bathed the Ark insomuch that it endured 
the most severe racks and trials, Noah’s sole 
interest consisted in the hope of its final triumph : 
so itis with those in the Ark of safety. ‘If 

be not risen, then is our preaching vain, 
and your faith is also vain. Yea, and we are 
found false-witnesses of God; because we have 
testified of God that he raised up Christ; whom 
he raised not up, if so be that the dead rise not.’ 
(1 Cor. 15:12.) ‘If Christ be not risen, your 


ing, so that their enemies could no more pray up- 
on them to lead them into bondage ; but they 
could commence anew their journey with re- 
joicing hearts, being effectually cleansed from so 
greatan evil. Their coming up out of the sea, 
resembles a similar act in the ordinance of bap- 
tism, and of Christ’s rising from the grave. — 
Their exalted feelings of joy, were like those of a 
convert when he experiences a foretaste of his 
final deliverance, or his heart felt joy in the act of 
following the footsteps of his Saviour into the li- 
quid grave. It is also expressive of a spiritual 
baptism. Asthe grain of corn, planted in the 
ground, dies, it grows up, as it were into a new 
substance : so, when a sinner, under a sense of 
his condition, is so humble and mortified in feeling 
as to importune at the Throne of Grace, he be 
comes, by the Saviour, dead to the love of the 
world, or dead to sin, and at the same time, is 
raised from dead love, its dead works, and no en. 
joyment, to the love of Christ, or to a new life 
and its work of obedience. That which dies, is 
‘the soul that sinneth ;’ that which is created, or 
given by the Saviour, is often his likeness, con- 
sequently, it isin the Ark of safety ; for ‘ against 
such, there is no law.’ 

After their miraculous deliverance,the children

emblem or as a figure, to represent some impor- 
tantevent. Notwithstanding this gospel ordin- 
ance is so plainly illustrated, how many there are 
who know little or nothing of its true spiritual 
design, as it is evident from their believing that 
any one of their confused number of methods, 
will answer equally as well for this sacred ordin- 
ance, provided a conscience is answered in it ! 
Strange that any one, who feels his own respon- 
sibility, should claim to be Christ’s disciple (a 
privilege that requires a_ sincere ‘love of the 
truth,’) and still advance such sentiments as this! 
It appeass to me they cannot while reading Scrip- 
ture, which so clearly shows its design, as does the 
following : ‘ Therefore we are buried with him 
(Christ) by baptism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life. For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, we shall also 
be in the likeness of his resurrection. See also, 
Col. 2: 12, besides a number of passages in the 
gospels, and the Acts, which describe the cere- 
mony. Would Noah have been “saved by any 
vain and ridiculous sprinkling ? No. ‘The sa- 
ving virtue of that figurative baptism consisted 
in being shut into the Ark; and so when Israel 
were baptized inthe Red Sea, the saving virtue | 
did not consist in any thing short of drowning | 
their pursuers, and this was the object in passing | 
through the sea. Sprinkling would not have ac- 
complished their object, but would have retarded 
their flight. On the contrary, they went through 
dry shod.

Jonah, after his three days burial in the deep, | 
immediately obeyed the heavenly mandate, to in- 
form the Ninevites of their threatened destruction ; 
upon which, even the King came down from his, 
Throne, and proclaimed a general fast. ‘Thus, 
by their 40 days trial or test, they proved the 
Lord to possess a forgiving spirit. Even so, the 
King of kings ‘for our sakes, became poor,’ 
humbled himself, and fasted. After being great-| 
ly honored before men on the occasion of his bap-| 
lism, and gaining the glory and esteem of the! 
multitude in Cana of Galilee, he immediately de-| 
nied himself of such glory by fasting 40 days| 
while taking a wilderness, a mountainous, and} 
a rugged route towards Jerusalem, instead of ta-| 
king the usual way. ‘This route was not calcu-| 
lated to afford refreshment or a safe shelter.—| 
(Mark 1: 12,13.) Nothing can be more ex-! 
pressive than this, of his self denial after his res- | 
urrection. For forty days he tasted not, as it 
were, of the glorious splendor of his Throne in 
Heaven, in order that the all important truth of| 
his resurrection, might be tested by his disciples, | 
and the assurance of it, given toall men. 

Even our Lord Jesus Christ submitted to an 
ordinance, that isa most beautiful representation 
of his submission to die, of his burial and resur- 
rection. ‘The time occupied from his baptism 
until the close of his fasting in the wilderness ap- 
pears to be precisely the same, as from his death 
until the close of his earthly manifestations to 
his followers. By his baptism, the duration of 
his death and burial is measured by his going 
forth the third day into Cana of Galilee, and 
there doing a miracle expressive of his miracu- 
lous resurrection. (See John 2: 1.) 

As all these events appear to bear a resem- 
blance to each other, to the ordinance of baptism, 
and to Christ’s fasting after his baptism, so, the 
object of all, appears to be, to show the likeness 
of the Saviour’s burial, resurrection, and the na- 
ture and object of his forty days manifestations 
in the most complete order.

Fatrat. Casuarty.——Mr. Nathaniel Carle, of the 
firm of Carle, Miller & Carle, of this place, was pre- | 
cipitated from time into eternity, in a sudden and

Powper Mitr Exptoston.—On Wednesday morn- 
ing last, about 6 o’clock, the Powder Mili of Messrs. 
A. & A. Watson, about four miles above Pittsburgh, 
on the bank of the Monongahela river, was blown 
up with a terrible crash, which was heard in some 
parts of the country 18 or 20 miles around.
